The 
unanimous re-election of the Library Staff expresses our 
satisfaction with their services during the past year. 
Like most libraries, our own has its special features; and 
in this regard the enlarged facilities of the new quarters 
will enable the New Bedford Public Library to develop 
its special departments as never before, as well as to 
widen its usefulness as a means of culture and enjoyment 
to all the people.

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Librarian’s Report 


To the Board of Trustees of the Free Public Library :— 


GENTLEMEN :—This report makes the Fifty-sixth 
Report of the library and the Seventh Report of the 
present Librarian. The various appendices will give in . 
detail the statistical information concerning the growth 
of the library, the circulation of books, ete. The circula- 
tion for the last year was 117,832. There has been a 
notable decrease in the percentage of fiction as compared 
with other classes. Six years ago the percentage of works 
of fiction was over 76% of the total circulation. Now 
it is approximately 10% less, largely due to the privilege 
accorded the card holders of taking more than one book 
at a time. 

I shall here in a few words mention some of the more 
important activities and needs of the library, which will 
properly come within the scope of a record of the past 
vear, Over 8,000 books were added during the year, 
of which 7,700 were obtained by purchase and 661 were 
oifts. 

An interesting addition to the hbrary was a collection 
of samples of textile goods made in New Bedford mills, 
which were procured through various New York agents 
who had exhibited at the Textile School during the Old 
Home Week Celebration. These samples are being ar- 
ranged in a portfolio and should prove an interesting ad- 
dition to the historical collection, showing as they do the 
actual work accomplished in New Bedford at this time. 

A publeation of the library which excited a great 
deal of interest among other libraries, not only in this: 
country but abroad, is the Collection of Whaling Ma- 
terial contained in books, log books, periodicals, and 
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whaling prints possessed by the library. It is probably 
the most complete bibliography on the subject ever pre- 
pared, and the value of the pamphlet was at once manifest 
in the opportunity it gave us to add to our collection of 
books and pictures, especially from dealers in England, 
Germany, and The Netherlands. Over one hundred new 
items have been added since the publication of the book. 

Early in the year an appendix was prepared of ad- 
ditions to our textile books, bringing it up to date, so the 
Trustees should feel satisfied that in the two great spe- 
cialties of New Bedford’s industries, our library contains 
as large a collection as is to be found anywhere in the 
eountry. 

During the Old Home Week Celebration the whaling 
pictures were exhibited and were viewed with interest 
by probably five or six thousand people. 

The Librarian has continued his instruction to the 
Harrington School classes on the use of the library, so 
that the teachers that graduate from that institution are 
perhaps better fitted than before to make use of the re- 
sources of our library. In connection with the work in the 
schools, plans have been approved by the Trustees, and 
are now being actively forwarded, by which the grades 
beginning with the Third and Fourth are to be supphed 
with books for direct circulation among the pupils. The 
first of the vear will see the immediate distribution among 
those grades of books in sufficient quantities so that each 
teacher will have a supply of about fifty books for use in 
that way. By the courtesy of the Trustees the Librarian 
was enabled to make a study of school hbraries in New 
York state, and he feels that the plan is not experimental, 
but one which has been approved by the wisdom and 
experience of progressive libraries in all parts of the 
country. To show something of the magnitude of the 
work it can be stated that it will take about 3,000 books 
to make a start in the two grades above mentioned. 
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One of the recent bulletins gave a list of collections 
of pictures which the library has for circulation among 
schools, or elsewhere, where illustrative material may be 
needed. We have.bought largely of the Detroit colored 
pictures and stereographs, besides analyzing and arrang- 
ing pictures cut from old periodicals and magazines which 
are convenient and extremely useful as aids to teaching. 

The lhbrary is now circulating freely a printed list 
of the magazines and newspapers taken at the library, 
arranged by classes and also alphabetically, which should 
give a very good idea of the wide scope of the periodical 
literature regularly subscribed to. Early in the year 
we hope to have ready for distribution a catalogue of 
the additions to the library during the years 1900 through 
December 1907. This will make a book of 300 pages, 
more or less, and should be sold at a nominal price. 

A much needed improvement has been brought about 
by the opening of the West End Reading Room, located 
in the City building on the corner of Kempton and Cedar 
streets. The room is admirably lighted and is by far 
the most attractive Branch Reading Room in the eity. 
A collection of books has been placed there for distribu- 
tion direct, and daily distribution of books from the main 
library adds to its efficiency. The more popular maga- 
zines and newspapers are on the tables, and it is gratify- 
ing to know that the room is well patronized. 

Among the book purchases of the year a number of 
Arabian books have been bought, also a large addition to 
our Portuguese collection, and a beginning of Russian 
books, in the original. Boxes of books have at various 
intervals been supplied to Sunday Schools, to six Engine 
Houses, to the garrison at Fort Rodman, to the Y. M. C. A. 
and to various schools; this in addition to the work with 
the branches and the tri-weekly distribution to our 
deposit stations. 

The Kempton Fund, the gift of Sarah E. Potter, has 
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during the year become available for library uses, and is 
proving a most acceptable and valuable addition to the 
resources of the library. By action of the City Govern- 
ment the fund has been turned over to a Board consisting 
of Hon. William W. Crapo, Thomas B. Tripp, and Thomas 
H. Knowles, who will act as a Committee on Investment of 
the fund. This with the other Trust Funds. puts the 
New Bedford Library in a commanding position, and will 
bear increasing fruit in the opportunity it will offer for 
strengthening the already valuable book collections of 
our library. 

A bequest of One Thousand Dollars from the estate 
of the late Rodolphus Beetle was received by the library, 
and by a wise provision of the administrators the dis- 
tribution of the fund was left unhampered by any 
restrictions. The fund intact has been deposited in the 
New Bedford Institution for Savings to the credit of the 
Library Trustees. 

During last summer a competition was held for the 
purpose of securing a suitable book-plate for the library. 
The following advertisement was inserted in the papers: 


A BOOK-PLATE FOR THE FREE PUBLIC 
LIBRARY. 


The trustees of the Free Public Library 
desire to procure a new book-plate, which shall 
be appropriate and artistic. They invite designs 
which may be submitted subject to the following 
conditions: 

Sketches are to be prepared either on What- 
man’s smoothest, hot-pressed, water-colored, 
paper, or on Bristol board, the size of the sheets 
to be 10 inches by 14 inches. 

Designs must be handed in before August 
Ist, 1907. 

All designs must be signed with a fictitious 
name at the lower right-hand corner of the sheet. 
The same name must be written on the outside of 
a sealed envelope, within which is a card contain- 
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ing the name and address of the artist. Both 
sketch and envelope are to be sent to the 
Librarian at the same time. 

All the sketches submitted are to remain in 
the permanent possession of the library. 

The committee reserves the right to reject 

any or all designs. 

The sum of $50 will be paid to the author of 
the design which is accepted.

In response to this advertisement some twenty-five 
designs were submitted in competition. The Trustees 
decided in favor of the design submitted by Mr. E. B. 
Bird, an artist and book-plate designer of Boston. Sub- 
sequent action of the Board has reopened the subject, 
and the matter is still in the hands of the Library Com- 
mittee for further action. 

The hbrary has suffered the loss of two valuable 
assistants during the past year in the resignation of Miss 
Florence KE. Pierce and Miss Etta F. Lawrence, who had 
served the library acceptably for a term of years. The 
work of the assistants has been uniformly good through 
the year, and the Librarian and the Trustees should feel 
gratified at the interest they have shown in the work of 
the institution. 

Every day increasingly shows the need of larger and 
more suitable accommodations for our books and for the 
proper handling of them. The plans for remodelling the 
City Hall for a library have been carried on with enthu- 
siasm and marked success by the architect, Mr. Nat C. 
Smith, to whom the preparation of plans was assigned. 
The plans as finally submitted by him have met with the 
unanimous approval of the Trustees and the City Property 
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Committee, and are heartily commended by the Librarian. 
The plans have been studied and prepared with the utmost 
eare to meet hbrary requirements, as well as to comport 
with the dignity and beauty of a monumental structure 
such as the City Hall has been, and will continue to be in 
its new form of usefulness. It is to be hoped that means 
will be found to prosecute the work vigorously and to a 
suecessful completion. The model of the reconstructed 
building which has been on exhibition at the rooms otf 
the Board of Trade has seemed to meet with unqualified
